Dear  Fellow  NNA  Members, 

One  of  the  joys  of  collecting  in  our  more  quiet  times  at  home 
includes  inspecting  the  collection.  Too  often  we  squirrel  away  coins  and  do 
not  look  at  them  for  many  months.  Worst  of  all,  1  know  some  collectors 
who  keep  their  entire  collection  in  a  safety  deposit  box  and  do  not  see  the 
coins  for  decades.

My  hormonal 
enthusiasm  was  at  a  new  height  that  year,  and  the  bright  face  of  a  young 
teenager  named  Vicki  was  more  captivating  than  the  bright  profile  of 
Kennedy.  Girls  overtook  coins  on  my  priority  list,  and  1  was  searching  for 
beauty  elsewhere.  I'm  glad  1  returned  to  the  hobby,  coin  collecting  proved 
more  steadfast  than  teenage  crushes. 

1  am  looking  forward  to  inspecting  another  portion  of  my 
collection.  Who  knows  what  memories  those  coins  will  inspire.  In  your 
quiet  times  at  home,  1  wish  you  such  memorable  journeys  too

For  example,  clicking  on  "Image/JPEG  format 
53K"  from  the  Online  Bebee  Exhibit,  an  ANA  Web  user  will  see  a 
photograph  of  a  $5  Colorado  Territory  1st  Charter,  Series  1875  National 
Bank  note  serial  number  1.  This  note  is  signed  by  S.N.  Wood  (Cashier), 
who  had  an  extensive  banking  career  in  the  West,  and  David  A.  Moffat 
(President),  the  railroad  magnate  after  whom  the  great  Moffat  Tunnel 
through  the  Continental  Divide  was  named. 

The  ANA  Web  pages  also  allow  access  to  current  exhibits  in  the 
ANA  Money  Museum;  the  ANA  Library  catalog,  video  and  slide  listings, 
ANA  convention  schedules;  Collector  Services,  including  authentication, 
photography,  storage  and  conservation  consultation,  how  to  submit  articles 
to  the  ANA's  monthly  journal.

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Arrows^ 
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Sometime  after  the  beginning  collector  discovers  that  the  Liberty 
Seated  design  dominated  the  19th  century  silver  coinage,  he  will  make  an 
interesting  discovery.  He  will  note  that  on  two  occasions,  from  1853  until 
1855  and  again  in  1873  and  1874,  arrows  were  placed  at  both  sides  of  the 
date  on  most  of  the  silver  coinage  which  was  produced  during  those  two 
eras.  Why  was  this  done?  Was  it  to  make  our  coins  look  more  dashing? 
Was  it  an  experiment  to  shield  the  date  from  wear  as  some  collectors 
asserted  in  the  1960's? 

Actually,  neither  of  these  explanations  is  correct.  In  reality,  the 
arrows  were  added  to  signify  a  change  in  the  weight  of  the  coins  upon 
which  they  appeared.  In  the  1850's,  the  arrows  signified  a  reduction  in 
weiglit,  in  the  1870's,  they  indicated  an  increase  in  weight.  Why  were  these 
changes  made? 

The  1853  weight  adjustment  had  its  origins  in  the  Coinage  Act  of 
1792  which  established  the  basis  for  our  monetary  system.  One  of  the 
provisions  of  that  law  established  a  bimetallic  monetary  system  in  which 
the  values  of  gold  and  silver  were  set  at  fixed  ratios  to  one  another. 
Unfortunately,  the  bimetallic  system  never  worked  very  well  because  the 
relative  values  of  gold  and  silver  were  constantly  changing.  As  a  result, 
coins  which  were  made  from  one  or  the  other  of  the  metals  were  often 
withdrawn  from  circulation  because  the  melt  value  of  the  pieces  exceeded 
their  face  value.  For  example,  in  the  1820's  many  U.S.  gold  coins  were 
withdrawn  from  circulation,  exported  and  melted  because  they  contained 
too  much  precious  metal  As  a  result,  all  U.S.  gold  coins  which  were 
minted  prior  to  1 834  are  quite  scarce  and  valuable  today. 

In  1848,  gold  was  discovered  in  California  This  discovery  caused 
an  explosion  in  the  amount  of  gold  which  was  available,  and  relative  price 
of  gold  to  silver  fell  dramatically.  By  the  early  1850's  the  relative  price  of 
silver  had  risen  to  such  a  level  that  is  became  profitable  to  melt  every  silver 
coin  which  was  then  in  circulation  except  the  three  cent  piece  Faced  with 
this  emergency.  Congress  enacted  legislation  which  reduced  the  weiglit  of 
all  silver  coins  except  the  dollar  The  new  lower  weiglit  coins  were 
distinguishable  from  earlier  issues  by  the  addition  of  arrows  at  the  date 
and,  on  the  quarter  and  half  dollar,  rays  around  the  eagle  In  essence,  these 
markings  informed  any  would-be  melters  that  these  pieces  did  not  contain 
enougli  silver  to  make  it  worth  their  while. 

Faced  with  the  possibility  that  every  coin  which  had  been  issued 
prior  to  1853  would  be  removed  from  circulation,  the  U.S.  mints  produced 
new  coins  in  record  numbers.  In  fact,  the  entire  U.S.  silver  coinage  was 
replaced  during  the  period  from  1853  to  1855,  and  as  a  result,  the  "with 
arrows"  of  the  1850's  are  very  common  in  the  circulated  grades.  Iromcallv,

few  of  these  pieces  were  preserved  in  pristine  condition,  however,  and  so 
all  of  these  coins,  but  especially  the  1853  "arrows  and  rays"  quarters  and 
half  dollars  are  very  scarce  and  expensive  in  choice  Mint  State  condition. 

In  contrast  the  "with  arrows"  coinage  of  1873  and  1874  was 
produced  under  more  leisurely  circumstances.  During  the  1870's,  a  number 
of  idealists  began  to  conceive  of  an  international  system  of  currency  in 
which  the  coins  of  all  nations  would  freely  circulate  througli  out  the  world. 
As  a  result  of  this  movement,  several  interesting  pattern  coins  including 
the  four  dollar  gold  piece  or  "Stella"  were  produced.  In  addition  to  the 
international  monetary  movement,  there  were  also  proposals  to  adopt  the 
Metric  System  of  weights  and  measures  in  the  United  States. 

In  response  to  these  proposals,  the  Coinage  Act  of  1873  slightly 
increased  the  weight  of  the  silver  dime,  quarter  and  half  dollar  so  that  the 
weight  of  these  pieces  would  conform  to  the  Metric  System.  Unfortunately 
all  of  these  idealistic  proposals,  including  the  wide-spread  use  of  the  Metric 
System  in  the  United  States,  never  came  to  fruition.  As  a  result,  the  "with 
arrows"  coinage  of  the  1870's  are  a  relic  of  a  failed  dream  which  even 
today  continues  to  be  a  part  of  our  public  agenda. 

Unlike  the  "with  arrows"  coins  of  the  1850's,  the  1870's  pieces  are 
all  fairly  scarce.  The  situation  in  the  1870's  did  not  require  the  wholesale 
replacement  of  the  coinage  system  as  it  had  earlier,  and  an  economic 
depression  which  curtailed  business  activity  reduced  the  demand  for  new 
coins  and  limited  the  mintages  of  dimes,  quarters  and  half  dollars. 

After  the  Coinage  Act  of  1873,  the  legal  weight  of  all  of  our  silver 
coins  remained  constant  until  the  mid  1960's  when  the  Coinage  Act  of 
1965  gave  us  the  clad  coinage  which  we  use  today. 

In  conclusion,  the  "with  arrows"  type  coins  are  tangible  relics  of 
public  policies  and  laws  which  were  passed  over  a  century  ago.  As  such, 
they  offer  us  an  interesting  glimpse  into  the  economic  policies  which  our 
forefathers  formulated,  debated  and  enacted.
